Claims 1-6 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first 
paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
The specification as filed did not disclose that the acrylate 
content of applicants' copolymer was 10-35% by weight of acrylate 
monomer. This limitation is therefore new matter. 

Applicants 1 arguments filed 1-04 have been fully considered 
but they are not deemed to be persuasive. 

Applicants 1 claims are now clear. However the specification 
as filed does not disclose that the acrylate content of 
applicants' copolymer was 10-35% by weight. While possibly it is 
true that those skilled in the art in the cable industry would 
have concluded that based on applicants' disclosure as originally 
filed, that the acrylate monomer content was 10-35% by weight, 
applicants have presented no proof such as a reference showing 
that this is the case. 

Applicants' amendment necessitated the new grounds of 
rejection. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL - See M.P.E.P. 
§ 706.07(a). Applicants are reminded of the extension of time
